STATE PRISON RECORDS SKOW 
CRIME ON A GREAT INCREASE 


Census Bureau Indicates T hat Complete Re­ 
turns From 31 States Covering 58 State Pris­ 
ons Show 27,018 New Prisoners Received 
During Year of 1926 


(By Associated Press). 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 28.— Crime as evidenced by ad­ 
missions to the State prison, is growing faster than the pop­ 
ulation of the United States, figures announced today by 
the Census Bureau indicate. 
Complete returns from 31 
States covering 8 of a total of 99 State prisons listed 27,018 
new prisoners received by these institutions in 
1926 com­ 
pared with 21,054 in 1923, the first prison census year or 
an increase of 28 per cent. The States which received 
more than 1,000 inmates included Texas.

“One old Confederate uniform , 
a symbol of the ‘storm tossed Na­ 
tion that fell.’ 
I wore it with fi­ 
delity and honor long ago, in the 
brave days of my youth, and now, 
in the evening of life, let me say 
that I fought for the cause I be­ 
lieved right, accepted the arbitra­ 
ment of the sword in good faith 
and for sixty years my flag has 
been Old Glory.

will 
she 
wave over the land of the free 
and the home of the brave, be­ 
cause the sons of Lee and the sons 
of Grant stand for one country, 
one flag and one cause. 
Value, 
$25.”

AUSTIN, 
Sept. 
28.— General 
revision of Texas w ater right laws 
will be attem pted by Rep. Leonard 
Tillotson of Sealy at the next ses­ 
sion of the legislature, he announc­ 
ed here. 
He also will seek “ distinctive 
changes” in the w ater policy of the 
state to “conform it more nearly 
to the intent of the constitution.” 
“ At present,” 
Tillotson 
said, 
“ Texas finds itself in the some­ 
what anomalous attitude of hav 
ing two policies for the control, dis 
tribution and utilization of its wa 
ters of ordinary flow and flood 
flow. 
“In the first place, the original 
statutes recognized the doctrine of 
appropriation, which means that 
whenever an application for taking 
w ater from a stream expresses a 
purpose recognized 
by the 
law, 
such applicant or ‘appropriator’, is 
entitled to a perm it in order of the 
filing of the application. 
Under 
this doctrine or policy it becomes 
the duty of the State Board of 
W ater Engineers, to gran t permits, 
and practically their only consid­ 
eration is that the volume of wa­ 
ter authorized to be taken for ap­ 
propriation shall not exceed in the 
aggregate 
the 
estim ated 
maxi­ 
mum volume available for distribu­ 
tion. 
“ This doctrine of appropriation 
looks exclusively to the personal 
advantages to be gained by the in­ 
dividual appropriator. 
It takes no 
note of the question of public in­ 
terest in natural resources; nor of 
the State’s responsibility to con­ 
serve and utilize natural resource* 
of the greatest advantages of the 
people; nor even to a judicious 
correlation of tho possible uses of 
water, through which it may serve 
the maximum number of people. 
“ It does not even return to the 
State for the benefit of the public 
in compensation for the exclusive 
use of a resource of great value. 
It is not specifically authorized in 
the constitution. 
“ The second policy is what may 
be designed as the constitutional 
policy, or doctrine of appropria­ 
tion, and is 
embodied 
in 
the 
amendment 
adopted 
in 
1917, 
known as the conservation and rec­ 
lamation amendment, and the stat­ 
utes enacted under 
the 
specific 
authority of that amendment, all 
of which deal with district organ­ 
ization by which they may make 
use of the resources as opposed to 
its appropriation by the few. The 
specific characteristics of this con­ 
stitutional policy is recognition of 
the principal that natural resources 
are the common heritage of the 
people which 
governments 
must 
conserve and develop to the pop­ 
ular advantage and that it author­ 
ized the people to initiate the cre­ 
ation of districts with all surplus 
waters, both 
of 
governmental 
agencies to provide for conserva­ 
tion and use of all surplus waters, 
both of ordinary flow and flood 
flow, and distinctly recognize both 
th© beneficial use of 
the 
water 
when conserved and used to wealth 
producing purposes, and its con­ 
trol in the effort for the protec­ 
tion of wealth from destruction by 
lack of control and beneficial use. 
“ Under the constitutional pol­ 
icy we must have recognition of 
certain principles as 
fundamen­ 
tals, chief of which ares (I) Wa 
ter is our 
natural 
resource 
of 
greatest potential value, and it is 
the right and duty of the state to 
conserve it and provide 
for its 


utilization in the public interest to 
the maximum degree practicable. 
(2) The state must consider and 
deal with each stream as a unit, 
and the entire length of the stream 
and its tributaries are to be held 
integral parts of the stream . (3) 
All stream s of the state carrying 
ordinary flow or carrying waters, 
should be declared the property of 
the state. 
(4) All flood w ater of 
the state whether arising in the 
stream s that have ordinary flow or 
not, should be declared the prop­ 
erty of the state, subject to dis­ 
tribution and utilization in accor- 
ance with fixed public policy of the 
state. 
(5) The water* that con­ 
stitute flow 
in 
those 
streams 
which official surveys show to have 
ordinary flow should be recogniz­ 
ed as being held in trust for the 
riparian owner to the extent that 
such w aters may be required by 
such riparian owners for domestic 
purposes and to the degree that 
shall not infringe the 
rights of 
other like riparian owners to the 
use and enjoym ent of such ordi­ 
nary flow, and as not inconsistent 
with the public welfare. 
“Under any plan, either the doc­ 
trine of appropriation, or the con­ 
stitutionally 
indicated 
program, 
tho policy in the application and 
use of the waters of the state, both 
the w aters of ordinary flow and 
flood waters must be that which 
contributes to the welfare of the 
greatest number of people. 
It is 
believed that the following order 
of priority will insure the public 
interest in the greatest m easure: 
(a) Domestic purposes; (b) Mu­ 
nicipal w ater supply; (c) Industri­ 
al and commercial purposes, other 
than power development; (cl) Ir­ 
rigation; (e) Development of Hy­ 
dro-electric power; (f) Recreation. 
“ Considering the effect upon the 
public and welfare of the policy 
embodies in the doctrine of appro­ 
priation of state w aters by private 
individuals, we may well question 
at this tim e w hether or not the 
custom built upon the doctrine of 
appropriation would longer be rec­ 
ognized in the present form sod to 
the present effect, 
“ If conservation and utilization 
of our waters 
are to 
serve the 
public welfare in the maximum de­ 
gree, the applications by individ­ 
uals for perm its and issuance of 
rights to take water, must either 
be discontinued or m aterially re­ 
vised. On the Colorado river more 
than 600 separate perm its to toke 
and use State waters have been 
granted; 
not 
one 
of which was 
sought or granted with any consid­ 
eration for the other; for corre- 
latering the use of any 
one, 
or 
class, 
with 
any 
other 
use 
or 
class of uses; or with any consid­ 
eration of the public interest in 
having the waters transform ed in­ 
to the maximum of wealth or pub­ 
lic service; nor has any applicant 
for w ater rights or appropriator, 
been placed under any obligation 
whatever to pay into the public 
treasury a m easure of compensa­ 
tion for the use of 
a 
resource 
which the constitution declares k 
the property of all. 
“ The policy of appropriation, as 
practiced under the statutes, is a 
denial of the principal that streams 
must be considered as a unit. It is 
destructive of tho equitable right 
of the people to the wathershed to 
share in the beneficial employment 
and likewise destructive of the in­ 
terest of the entire state in. the di*r 
tribution of 
such 
waters in th© 
m anner best calculated to develop

— While the burning over of fields 
is not practiced as much now an 
wa* form erly the case, there is still 
too much of this being done and 
every 
year 
million* of dollars 
worth of valuable plant food goes 
up in smoke, to *ay nothing of the 
value of the organic m atter des­ 
troyed, E. A. Miller, agronomist of 
the Extension Bor vice, A. and M. 
College, .said in a recent discussion 
over Station W TAVV of the value 
of organic m atter. 
“ The average plant food value of 
the stalks and leaves of 
cotton 
plants is $8.50 an acre, corn stalks 
$6.50 an acre, wheat straw $4.75 
an acre and oat straw 
$3.,»0 an 
acre,” Mr. Miller 
said. 
“ Other 
crops are in proportion but in ad­ 
dition to the actual 
plant 
food, 
there is always the big value of 
the o’rganie m atter. 
“ Many farm ers 
underestim ate 
the value of organic m atter in the 
soil and as a result the soil fertil­ 
ity ha* been decreasing. 
It should 
be remembered that soil fertility 
is the basis of profitable agricul­ 
ture and that without a certain 
amount of organic m atter there 
can be no really fertile soil. I here 
are three necessary conditions for 
a fertile soil, as follows: 
The soil 
must be in good physical condition, 
it must have plenty of available 
plant food and it must have good 
water holding capacity. 
One of 
these conditions w’ill always he the 
limiting factor and the yield will 
be determined by which ever is 
lacking. 
All three of the*e roil 
conditions may be obtained usually 
by providing 
sufficient 
organic 
matter. 
Organic m atter may be 
provided by plowing under ma­ 
nure, cotton stalks, 
corn 
stalks, 
weeds, grass, cover crops, green 
manure crops, including legumes, 
etc.”
